They move by jumping one level at 
a time (at the press of the action button) 
up or down the cage — the direction is 
governed by moving the jt)yBtick.

Beware the mad, red monkeys 

The mischievous monkeys are very 
agile, so you’ll have a hard time catching 
them. When you do, press the action 
button and your monkey is tagged. But 
this makes him furious and he turns 
bright red with anger and immediately 
tries to catch you or your partner. If he 
succeeds, you’re done for and you freeze 
with terror for the rest of the game. The 
game is over when both players are 
frozen, and the score of tagged monkeys 
(one point for each) is shown in the 
bottom left-hand comer of the screen. 
The previous highest score appears just 
above. A new game then starts auto- 
matically. 
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Monkey Chess 

A third player enters the fray —on your 
team. He uses a grid whidi appears 
down the left side and across the bottom 
of the screen to alter the pattern of 
monkey-bars as you all play. This way 
he can build ladders and steps to help his 
team-mates get to the monkeys. 

Bananas 

This is any combination of all the games 
for 3 players. And if you’re not a very 
skilled team it’s guaranteed to drive you 
bananas! 

Videopac Number 37 is definitely for 
people who like laughs and trickery. So 
if you’re devious by nature, or just like 
laugh-a-minute fun, invest around £16 
in MONKEYSHINES, and take on 
the mischief-loving monkey world! 

For^ve and forget 

During the game the tagged monkeys 
have short memories and soon forget to 
be mad. They resume their normal 
colour and continue to play harmlessly— 
until you tag them again! The more 
they’re tagged, the longer they stay red 
and vicious - not surprisingly — so you 
have to think and act quicker than ever. 
Play alone by simply ignoring your 
partner and tackling the monkeys 
single-handed. 

Rotating Monkey Bars 

In this game for 1 or 2 players the 
monkey-bars rotate upwards every few 
seconds. You have to work out a totally 
different strategy and react very swiftly. 

Shuteye 

Also for 1 or 2 players, Shuteye makes 
the monkey-bars invisible to you - but 
not the monkeys! You have a measure of 
control by pressing I on the keyboard for 
Invisible, or V for Visible - so you’re in 
with a monkey-fighting chance!

How do we define games? 

The indoor variety can, perhaps, best be des- 
cribed as amusements requiring little 
physical effort. Where strength, muscular 
co-ordination or a keen eye come into play 
the classification becomes 'indoor sports! 
Like hobbies, games are subject to the caprice 
of their players, or occasionily to expediency 
- you've heard of the man who was asked 
when he had taken up parachuting. "The day 
my "plane caught fire!” was the swift reply. 
Video games are no exception. You probably 
know how last week’s irresistible passion 
can be this week’s biggest yawn. A genuine 
exception to this rule, however, as Philips 
have found, is Munchkin. Who knows why? 
We don’t-yet! 

But it's certainly true that some games seem 
to stand the test of time. Take Moncala, for 
instance. Reference to it can be found in 
hieroglyphics on the tombs of Queen 
Hatshepsut and other Egyptian Pharaohs. 
Since they departed this earth around 3,000 
years ago, Moncala can safely claim to be the 
world's oldest board game. iThe Indians 
didn't get round to inventing Che.ss until the 
5th CenturyADIl.lt is found all over Africa- 
more than 200 versions are on record with 
variations in opening moves, numbers of 
square.s and counters to be moved around the 
board. 

Many other board games have been passed 
down to us through the mists of time. Chess 
is the obvious example, but the very much 
more recent Monopoly bids fair to rivalling 
it. These are first and foremost games of 


strategy. The more ancient of the board 
games probably owe their initial popularity 
as much as anything to ease of access: 
gathering a few pebbles and scratching a 
grid in the dirt didn’t take up much of any- 
body’s time, and plenty of entertainment was 
the result. (Some very ancient boards, how- 
ever, were beautiful objects made of ivory 
and inlaid with mother of pearll. 

Card games are, by comparison, fairly 
modern, and new ones are being created all 
the time. We would need volumes to list and 
explain them. Perhaps it is their very 
multiplicity which gives rise to this kind of 
after-dinner conversation: 

"Let’s play something” 

"OK -what?” 

"1 don't mind” 

"Well, I can play anything -you choose" 
"Anything except Bridge, then...” etc., etc. 
The decision-making process can often take 
longer than the game that results I'rom it! 
Next time this happens to you — go for the 
game that presents a challenge. Remember 
the flies playing football in a saucer. Their 
Captain adjured them "You’ll have to do 
better than this — we're playing in the cup 
next week!" 

You have my word that we have tho.se flies 
very much in mind at Philips when we’re 
looking for new video game idea.s! 

In the next Newsletter well explain some of the 
thought, effort and expertise, as well as the manu- 
facturing process, that goes into the creation of a 
Videopac: 



'Catch the Ball| for 1 or 2 players, is 
quick to learn but hard to master, and 
guaranteed to produce shrieks of excite- 
ment every time it’s played. 

A white ball drops down the screen 
through a random maze of red lines and 
dots. Red and Blue clowns, controlled by 
two players, take turns to try to catch it 
in their hat. Not as easy as it .sounds, we 
promise you, because there are a few 
winning tricks to be learned. There’s a 
time limit of 3 minutes, which ticks 
away on the screen alongside the score 
of balls caught. 

There are 6 variations in all, some for 
1 player, some without time limits, and 
each requiring a different level of skill. 

'Electronic Noughts and Crosses’. 

Two players get their heads down for an 
electronic version of this classic game. 
But with ours there's a difference -some- 
body MUST win, the computer won’t let 
you drawl If all the noughts and crosses 
have been placed on the grid on the 
screen and there’s still no winner. Blue 
guides his cross to the nought position he 
wants to commandeer and dislodges it 
at the pre.ss of his action button. Then 
Red can move his nought in a similar 
way, until someone wins. 

We’ve found that other games come and 
go, but Number 19 remains a favourite 
with all who have played it. Give it a try!
